Report of Meeting, 6th February 


Street Names The Council is pressing for the erection of street name plates in 
Otter Gardens, Partridge Drive and Pheasant Rise, and that Fox Hollow be spelt as 
two words. 


Parish Budget 1973 - 74 The Council hac budgeted to spend £2395 during 1973-4, 

the equivalent of a l.5p rate. Areas of expenditure are as follows: second instalment 
for the Village Green £1100; Play Area on Green plus equiymnent 2550; Council expenses 

£220; Amenities £200; Allotments £100; Legal Fees £100; Overdraft 72-3 £100; BHRA £25. 


Planning Applications The County Planners have approved the erection of an industrial. 
unit and the "Cambridgeshire Hotel" sign. The Council approved the Shop Fronts for 
S.P.I.T. Fixings and Cambridge Moped Services but commented that such shops were of 
little benefit to Bar Hill. An application by Bar Hill Developments for 3 non- 
illuminated signs along the A604 was returned with the suggestions that the 300 yards 
sign be omitted and no sign be erected until the Hotel is completed. 





Meeting with Dry Drayton Parish Council Both Councils agreed on the need for a 
N»aade up" path along the Drift “and an ‘adequate screen of trees along the S.W. 
boundary. Bar Hill agreed to support the Dry Drayton opposition to the siting of 
some Fairway Housing in Dry Drayton Parish. 





Enlargement of Parish Council An order has been made increasing the Council from 5 
to 7 members. The two new Councillors will be elected at a Special Election on 
7th June 1973 and hold office until 1976. 


Bus Service A detailed account of the new service to be introduced in April will be 
published in a later Newsletter. 


Concessionary Fares A county Council scheme provides for travel at half the normal 
adult fare for residents of the County over 69 years of age for journeys not exc@ine 
27p. Registered blind and disabled persons are eligible. The concession will operat« 
outside peak traffic hours, Sundays and Bank Holidays. An initial charge of 25p will 
be made and the permit will be valid for 1 year. There will be no charge for renewal. 

A permit may be obtained from the Acting County Treasurer, Shire Hall, Castle 
Hill, Cambridge CB3 OAP or the Treasurer of Chesterton R.D.C., Great Eastern House, 
Tenison Road, Cambridge. The application needs to be accompanied by the relevant 
birth certificate.
